There are a lot of new faces on 
campus this year, and we’re not 
just talking about freshmen! Since 
last spring, there have been a num- 
ber of changes in the Avila faculty 
and staff. There are new faces as 
well as familiar faces in new 
places. 

Sister Joan Marie Harris, Ph.D. 
is our new Vice President and 
Dean for Academic Affairs. (G. 
Richard Scott, who formerly held 
this post, will be Avila's first Direc- 
tor of Planned Giving.) Sister Marie 
Joan is well known among the sci- 
ence majors, having been a faculty 
member for seventeen years. In 
fact, she was elected Professor of 
the Year in 1 985. 

Sister was instrumental in the 
founding of the Medical Technol- 
ogy and Allied Health fields, and 
chaired the Natural Science De- 
partment for four years. Her ad- 
ministrative experience also ex- 
tends to St. Joseph Health Center, 
where she is a trustee, and was 
active in the hospital’s corporate 
reorganization. 

Because of her outstanding 
record and background, of which 
only a part is mentioned here, she 
was chosen for this post out of 
over 80 applicants. Sister Marie 
Joan can now be found in Blasco, 
supervising areas related to trans- 
fers, registration, testing, continu- 
ing education, and all student 
academic programs. 

Another familiar face in a new 
place is Dan Larson, the new 
Humanities Chairman. Humanities 
combines the former Performing 



and visual arts department, Com- 
munications, philosophy and theo- 
logy, as well as music and langu- 
ages. 

This is the start of Dan’s eleventh 
year at Avila. He began as a music 
instructor, then in 1983 he be- 
came coordinator of the music 
division. Dan has his masters and 
Bachelors degrees in music, and 
is currently a doctoral candidate in 
musical art. 

According to Dan, his position 
can be described as a type of 
“middleman between the faculty 
and the administration: in that I'm 
part faculty and part administra- 
tion”. One of his greatest concerns 
is getting the department a greater 
campus visibility and recognition 
- Humanities is not only new, it’s 
strong! All the other constituents 
buy into the department. Dan is 
also very concerned with building 
a sense of community and making 
the department into an even 
stronger cohesive unit. 

Dan finds that the new post is 
not only challenging, but offers 
opportunities to grow profes- 
sionally. He finds that everyone 
has been very helpful, supportive 
and positive in regards to the new 
department. Officially Dan has 
only two courses and four to six 
voice students to teach with his 
new responsibilities. 

Anyone who has wandered 
through Marian Centre since 
school started might have seen 
Susan Dumay, Avila's new Central 
Reservationist. As you might guess 
from the name, Susan keeps track 



of the reservations for the various 
rooms and the school van. She 
also, however, is in charge of stu- 
dent I.D.’s (Oh! so that’s where I’ve 
seen her!) and is the liaison for 
catering on campus. As Susan 
puts it, she allocates space usage 
for on-campus organizations and 
lots of other small but important 
stuff. 

Susan graduated with a bache- 
lors degree in English and a busi- 
ness minor from K.U. She spent a 
nine month internship in Washing- 
ton D.C. with the department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 
Before coming to work here, the 
only person she knew from Avila 
was a friend in nursing. Now, on 
the other hand, she's getting a lot 
more exposure to the real Avila. 

One of the challenges in her 
new job is finding new areas 
where she can be effective, such 
as a mass computerization of 
records, to save time as well as 
space. Susan's leadership and 
assertiveness training will come in 
handy as she searches for other 
avenues to explore so that she can 
reach her fullest potential. Susan is 
also a big basketball fan and used 
to show horses. She is an active 
alumna of her sorority -- Alpha 
Omicron Pi, and also loves canoe- 
ing.

Pope’s Visit to New Orleans

Thousands of people gathered 
in the streets of New Orleans, 
Louisiana, to greet Pope John Paul 
II as he rode through the city, Sep- 
tember 1 2. New Orleans was one 
of the ten cities visited by the Pope 
during his ten day pilgrimage to 
the United States. In this crowd 
were five familiar faces from Avila: 
Dr. Larry Kramer, Mrs. Kramer, 
Sister Olive Louise, Cindy Cook, 
and Michelle Graff. They served as 
delegates, invited by the Associa- 
tion of Catholic Colleges and Uni- 
versities, to represent Avila at a 
special academic convocation 
held in honor of His Holiness, Pope 
John Paul II. 

“It was a chance of a lifetime," 
exclaimed Cindy Cook, Junior 
Nursing Major. “I felt very privi- 
leged and grateful to Avila for 
the opportunity.” 

"The Pope passed in front of our 
hotel Saturday morning - I could 
have reached out and touched him 
if I wasn’t so busy taking pictures," 
said Michelle Graff, Junior Psycho- 
logy/Political Science Major. 

The delegation arrived in New 
Orleans Friday afternoon, Sep- 
tember 1 1 . Saturday afternoon 
they attended a Mass at the Hyatt 
for those participating in the con- 
vocation. Following the Mass, they 
took a bus to Xavier University 
where they, along with a crowd of 
2500-3000 others, gathered in a 
courtyard to listen to the Pope’s 
address. 

"The crowd wasn’t as big as I 
thought it would be; we sat in the 



eleventh row; but there were sec- 
ret service men everywhere. They 
checked our purses and cameras, 
then we had to walk through a 
metal detector,” said Cindy. "I re- 
member seeing nuns standing on 
the metal chairs trying to get 
photos of the Pope," added 
Michelle. 

"The Pope spoke for 30-45 
minutes. In his address he spoke 
of Catholic education and the im- 
portance of continuing it," recalled 
Cindy and Michelle. 

At the end of the convocation, 
during his procession out, the 
Pope stopped and held the hand 
of Dr. Kramer. At a recent Mass 
held here at Avila, Dr. Kramer re- 
called how he felt at that moment. 
"I was so ecstatic that I forgot 
about eating that night." For Dr. 
Kramer, representing Avila, wit- 
nessing the event, and holding 
hands with the Pope, were his spe- 
cial memories. 

According to Cindy Cook, her 
highlights were “seeing the Pope, 
being able to listen to him, and 
being as close as I was; going with 
Sister Olive Louise and Dr. Kramer, 
and shaking Bryant Gumbel’s 
hand." 

“My highlight was probably 
being so close to the Pope. I never 
expected it. It was such a thrill!! 
When I was younger I pictured the 
Pope as being poised; but looking 
through the binoculars, I saw a 
natural human being," concluded 
Michelle Graff.

Mike Gilgannon: A Voice Cries Out

The week of September 7-14, 
Father Michael Gilgannon, one of 
the Catholic Church’s foremost 
experts on Latin America and 
strongest advocates for social jus- 
tice, was in Kansas City. Father 
Gilgannon, a priest from the Dio- 
cese of Kansas City - St. Joseph, 
has been serving as a missionary 
to Bolivia since 1 974. Gilgannon is 
an accomplished author and 
orator. 

I was fortunate to speak with Fr. 
Gilgannon at UMKC’s Newman 
Center. The agile mind of the priest 
easily fielded questions ranging 
from theology to international eco- 
nomics. For the sake of brevity, I 
have chosen to discuss only three 
issues that concerned Gilgannon: 
Latin America, social justice at the 
parish level, and Catholic higher 
education. 

Fr. Gilgannon perceives the fate 
of the United States to be joined 
with that of Latin America. Corrupt 
Latin governments have borrowed 
excessively from U.S. banks since 
the 1960’s, resulting in a debt 
crisis. The facade of a strong U.S. 
economy could be shattered with- 
out the continual flow of interest 
payments from the South. Gilgan- 



non remarks that “The excess of 
the United States is financed by 
the Third World." Those suffering 
the most from the present situation 
are the poor of Latin America. Their 
governments cut money from 
social help plans and increase 
cash crops for export to pay the 
debts. Flardships from these string- 
ency programs lead to unrest in 
the nations. 

Fr. Gilgannon states that the civil 
discontent of Latin America is mis- 
understood by the North. Com- 
munism is blamed for social revolt, 
rather than economic and political 
inequalities. Gilgannon does not 
see the Soviet Union in the role of a 
direct and immediate agitator: 
“The Russians plan to pick up the 
pieces after the U.S. alienates the 
people.” 

The role of the parish priest in 
social justice was also addressed 
by Gilgannon. During his visit to 
K.C., the missionary persuaded 
priests to preach social justice from 
the pulpit. He noted that many 
priests were afraid of being “too 
political” or of “stirring up trouble” 
in their parishes. 

Finally, Gilgannon spoke about 
the role of Catholic colleges and 



universities in the promotion of 
peace and justice. According to 
Gilgannon, there is "... a need to 
rethink the direction of Catholic 
education", because of several 
problems that have appeared. 
First, Catholic schools have failed 
to reach out to blacks and his- 
panics. In the past, these schools 
educated the sons and daughters 
of working class immigrants. To- 
day, the same interest has not 
been shown for working class 
minorities. Second, many Catholic 
schools have business programs 
that fail to teach business ethics. 
The Bishop’s Economic Pastoral 
should be used as a guide for fu- 
ture programs. Third, Catholic col- 
leges and universities have be- 
come fearful of risk taking. Survival 
of the institution has become para- 
mount. The maintenance of en- 
dowments forces the closing of 
ranks, the silencing of debate and 
a noncommittal attitude. 

“A voice cries out: In the desert 
prepare the way of the Lord! Make 
straight in the wasteland a high- 
way for our God!” Is. 40,3-4. From 
Isaiah to Gilgannon, the legacy 
and the challenge is passed to a 
new generation.

After a tough time at the 
Missouri Southern Tournament, 
Avila started on a six-game win- 
ning streak where they swept 
through every match 2-0. During 
that stretch, only twice did oppo- 
nents score more than ten points. 
Included in this streak were vic- 
tories over district teams Mo. 
Valley, Mo. Baptist, and School of 
the Ozarks. Four of these wins 
came at the start of the Avila Tour- 
nament, which put the women into 
the semifinals. After being defeat- 
ed by an overwhelmingly tough 
Mo. Southern squad, the women 
lost a heartbreaker to rival Rock- 
hurst. The third-place game be- 
tween Avila and Rockhurst was an 
emotion-filled match that saw the 
first game seesaw back and forth 



until Rockhurst finally prevailed 
15-13. Avila then jumped out to a 
7-1 lead in game two, before run- 
ning out of gas and succumbing 
1 5-8. They got back on the win- 
ning track immediately by beating 
Tarkio and St. Mary's at Tuesday’s 
home dual match. The win over 
Tarkio raised their district record to 
5-4, and their overall record to 1 3- 
8. Freshman Tina Caldwell of 
Shawnee Mission West High, felt 
that the winning streak really helped 
the team’s confidence. "We really 
started to play well during that 
stretch. We were full of emotion 
during our tourney, and we really 
started to feel we could play with 
anybody. We just need to get over 
the top. We are going to have to be 
more consistent if we are going to 
beat the best teams.” 

Hopefully consistency will come. 
The team has shown they have all 
the tools, it’s now time to get it all 
together.
